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BOD approves ACLU

Al) thine¢ must pass’’ and 
wisely has the poet spoken. For 
the American Civil Liberties 
Union has finally been approved 
by the Board of Directors. 

At last Monday’s BOD meet- 
ing the ACLU, German Club, 
and Philosophy Club cleared 
the last obstacle and became 
recognized student organiza- 
tions. 

John Fitzgerald, president or 
the ASSSC, stated that in hig 
opinion ‘‘the Board of Directors 
acted unwisely.”” That under 
the present situation they 
‘«ghould have waited until the 
Board of Justice gave a ruling 
on it.’’ 

But the vote was 7-4-1 and 
ACLU was approved, though 
the problems it raised have yet 
to be resolved. 

For the record, here is the 
way the Board of Directors 
voted: Those voting no were 
Donald Bailey, dean of students; 
John Maples, faculty advisor to 
the BOD; Jerry Personius, PE. 
and Health and Recreation rep- 
resentative; and Helga Pet- 
schuch, representative of 
Humanities and Fine Arts. 

In the yes column were Paul 
Sax. men’s representative: Ron 


Hurlbur, engineering represen- 
tative; Ron Arrants, Social 
Science; Mike Evenhoe, Busi- 
ness; Rich Eich, undeclared 
majors; Billie Van Deevan, edu- 
cation; and Kathie McLean, 
Women’s representative. 

Johnnye Lundgren, science 
and math representative, was 
the only abstention, 

The debate on the ACLU 
lasted almost 90 minutes and 
consisted of BOD members 
questioning the ACLU and of 
other ROD members question- 
ing those BOD members ques- 
tioning the ACLU. 

Representing the eight man 
ACLU chapter were 11 of its 
members, Chairman John 
Coggins offered his services 
to the BOD for answering the 
questions that did arise. 

Paul Sax, the men’s repre- 
sentative and a national ACLU 
member, stated that the BOD 
should not be concerned with 
alleged violations of ASSSC reg- 
ulations but should accept an 
organization of its merits and 
let the executive or the Board 
of Justice enforce the laws. 

This will undoubtedly be the 
procedure that will now have to 
be followed as ACLU is now on 
campus.

Vietnamnewsman 
will speak today 


Ngyen Thai, Vietnamese newsman and author, will speak at 
Convocation today at 16 a.m. in the Men’s Gymnasium. 

Thai is the author c? a recent book, Is South Vietnam Viable?, 
which is an analysis of the rise of the late president Ngo Dinh 
Diem, his brother, Ngo Dinh Nhu, and their political cohorts. 

The speaker is presently a lecturer of journalism at the 
University of Missouri. He was an advisor to the Nho adminis- 
tration in Vietnam for seven years. 

From 1957 to 1961 he was the Director General of the 


Viet Nam Press, the official 


government news agency. He 


resigned in 1961 because of political differences. 

In: 1952-1953 Thai was a fellow of the Cornell University 
Southeast Asia Program. Last year he was invited for a year 
of study at Harvard University as one of the Nieman Fellows

Profs win payhike! 


State college professors last 
week won their bid for higher 
pay from the Trustees of the 
State Colleges, insuring a 1964 
summer session - at an added 
cost to students. 

Fees were raised to $14.25 
per unit to cover a pay increase 
reaching, in the Association of 
California State College Pro- 
fessors’ words, ‘‘about 58 per 
cent’ of the organization’s 
salary goal. 

The trustees promised also to 
consider ‘‘further implementa- 
tion of the new summer session 
salary goal.” This indicates 
the possibility student fees 
might rise again if ACSCP 
presses for another salary in- 
crease next year. 

Under the new salary 
schedule, instructors get $202 
over last summer’s pay and 
full professors receive a raise 
of $576. Assistant and associate 


professors getincreases 
of $222 and $372 respectively. 

ACSCP, which led the pro- 
tracted campaign with an assist 
from the Deans of Summer 
Sessions, has dropped all in- 
tentions of withholding services 
in the upcoming summer ses- 
sion - at the same time de- 
claring it ‘*pledges its deter- 
mination to reach the full 
salary goal,’’ which is nearly 
double the present pay in- 
crease. 

The organization sought a 
pay raise to one sixth the aca- 
demic-year wage, contending 
the summer session is one 
sixth as long as the regular 
college year. 

On this campus alone, ninety 
individual ingtructors and five 
departments pledged to with- 
hold services for the 1964 sum- 
mer session unless they re- 
ceived a salary hike.

Sacramento State College 
students are, as a whole, on 
par in their general aptitude 
with fellow students at other 
California State Colleges. 

This fact is confirmed by 
results of a testing program 
conducted on beginning, full- 
time freshmen during regis- 
tration week in September. 

Overall and individual 
scores, in addition to a pre- 
liminary report on the pro- 
gram, recently were released 
by Dr. Donald W, Bailey, dean 
of students. 

EQUAL AMERICAN STUDENTS 

Test results also showed that 
the college’s students are on 
par with American college stu- 
dents in general. 

However, ‘‘as expected they 
(SSC students) do not perform 
as well as students who en- 
roli at the more select liberal 
arts colleges located primarily 
in the East and Middle West,’’ 
the report stated. 

Included among the 30 
‘*gelect liberal arts colleges’ 
studied are Amherst, Notre 
Dame, Radcliffe, Reed, Turfts 
and Yeshiva. 

Given were the Scholastic 
Aptitude Test (SAT) of the 
Coliege Entrance Examination 
Board and the American College 
Testing Program (ACT), 


RESEARCH IN PROGRESS 

The testing is part of a re- 
search program being con- 
ducted by the California State 
Colleges to set standard fresh- 
man entrance requirements for 
all the colleges as outlined in 
the State Master Plan for 
Higher Education.

study test scores and make local 
recommendations on which of 
the two tests should be used 
for admission, and on freshman 
admission requirements in 
general. 


JUDGED SUITABLE 

The college presently uses 
the School and College Ability 
Test for an entrance exam. 

The SAT and ACT were both 
judged suitable for statewide 
use and testing here was car- 
ried out at no expense to the 
student of coilege through the 
donation of the tests by their 
publishers. 

Freshman students were ran- 
domly assigned the tests. Al- 
together, 432 took the SAT and 
411 took the ACT,

Sachs says the purpose of his 
book is to dispel the erroneous 
idea of the perfect family, and 
to replace it with a true-to- 
life image.

His 
book dipicts this theory using 
fear family situations involving 
children and parents of different 
sackgrounds. 

Too many children’s books 
‘build a picture that people 
can’t live up to,’’ he continues. 
Sachs calls this an over -state- 
ment of fact. His next two 
books, Beauty Is in All of Us 
and To Know Me is to Touch 
Me, will continue the ‘‘reality 
of life’’ theme.

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A night at court 


A well-matched pair of teams... 
a bruising, hard-fought game...

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EDITORIAL 


January 28 the Board of Trustees will meet to discuss and 
to perhaps make a decision regarding the year around edu- 
cation of both the University and Stale College students. 

The Board of Trustees must choose between two plans in 
order to fulfill the taxpayer’s demands that school plants be 
used to maximum advantage and not be left standing, palf 
used, during the summer. 

These two plans are the QUARTER TRIMESTER system. 

Both of these plans would use the buildings and the instruc- 
tors in the best interests of the students and the fiscal policy. 
However, the trimester plan might be preferred because a 
student would be able to finish college in only two and two- 
thirds years with the same education that he receives in four 
years at the present time. Under the quarter system it would 
take a full three years to complete one’s education. 

The trimester plan should not be envisioned as just stealing 
a week from the end of the spring semester and a week from 
the beginning of the fall semester and thereby extending the 
summer session into a full semester. 

if this were done then the problem of equal year around 
usage would be hampered by the student taking the summer 
period off in an effort to finance his education the same as 
has been done traditionally. 

Instead the year might be “turned around,’’ with a semester 
running from August through November, another from December 
through March and a third from April through July. 

In this way there actually might be more job openings for the 
student who has to work because of the staggered vacation 
times and yet the school would be open with a full program for 
those who want to “finish up” in the shortest possible time. 

For example: Much of the construction work inthe state opens 
after the rains have subsided and this is generally around April. 
This is one possible job for a student. The construction con- 
tinues until the rains begin again and this is sometime in 
November. This is another job opportunity for a student. 

During the period from December until March the ski season 
is in full swing and resort jobs are open in the Sierras. Here 
is another job for a student--one, incidentally, which has not 
been available because of the way that the school year has 
been set up under the “harvest time off’’ system. 

In this way the trimester schedule could result ina better 
choice of jobs since the market would not be **flooded’’ by all 
the students from both the high schools and the colleges at 
one time as is the present case. 

The trimester would not only give a student better education 
because of more time (15 weeks) in a specific class than under 
the quarter system (12 weeks), but would also cut costs in 
three ways for the colleges. 

First and foremost it would allow a student, who is able to go 
straight through, to finish in two and two-thirds years as op- 
posed to the three years under the quarter system. This would 
result in an even larger degree of economy for the demanding 
taxpayer and also for the student who can join the full-time 
labor force in less time. 

Secondly, the trimester plan would help the administration, 
especially the registrar’s office, to process all forms and 
other red tape (which it did not have time to finish this year 
under the present standard sessions) by burdening it with 
only half the additional work load. 

Under the quarter system the already under staffed and over - 
worked personnel would have to process double the existing 
work, while under the trimester there would only be half 
again as much work. 

Thirdly, the number of instructors needeu to fulfill the educa - 
tion requirements might be less under the trimester system 
than under the quarter system, and the plan would still be able 
to allow a professor to continue with HIS education. This 
argument is under study at the present time. 

Each semester would be about 15 weeks long, a total of 45 
weeks of instruction per year. This would leave seven weeks 
open for the traditional holidays and between semester breaks, 

It is conceivable that the administrators of the State College 
System have considered A trimester system and found it un- 
werkable. However, ‘t is also possible that they have not 
“turned around’ the year as this plan advocates.

There is one word which re- 
appears again and again within 
the recent editorials and letters 
to the editor referring to the 
assination of President 
Kennedy.

he different?’* Lee Oswald, just 
another scapegoat upon which 
the gins of the last hundred 
years are placed, and then e- 
liminated with one more bullet. 
But we can’t let it go at that, 
no, we must then erase all re- 
maining doubt by marking the 
man with partially defined 
labels implying half truths. 


What causes this generation 
to be so fearful of extremism? 
Have we nothing to go to ex- 
tremes for? Has the abundance 
of wealth in Americaso camou- 
flaged the issues that in our 
comfort we no longer feel the 
need to take a stand. Are we 
so blinded in our security, that 
we prefer negative peace, 
‘ewhich is the absence of ten- 
sion,’’ to positive peace, ‘‘which 
is the presence of justice?’ 

I for one cannot ignore Martin 
Luther King Jr.'s definition of 
extremism; he writes: 


“Was not Jesus an extremist 


in love--‘Love your enemies, 


bless them thaf curse you, 
pray for them that despite- 
fully use you.’ Was not Amos 
an extremist for justice--‘Let 
justice roll down like waters 
and righteousness like a 
mighty stream.’ Was not Paul 
an extremist for the gospel of 
Jesus Christ--‘I bear in my 
body the marks of the Lord 
Jesus.’ Was not Martin Luther 
an extremist--‘Here I stand; 
I can do none other s0 
me God,’ Was nct John Bun- 
yan an extremist-~‘I will stay 
in jail to the end of days be- 
fore I make a butchery of my 
conscience.’ Was not Abraham 
Lincoln an extremist--‘This 
nation cannot survive half 
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slave and half free.’ Was not 
Thomas Jefferson an extre- 
mist--‘We hold these truths 
to be self-evident, that all men 
are created equal.’ So the 
question is not whether we will 
be extremist but what kind of 
extremist will we be. Will we 
be extremists for hate or will 
we be extremists for love?’’
